Representative W. H? Dorris, of Crisp 
county, one of the most prominent 
members of the majority wing of the 
house and a leader of the prohibition 
faction, expressed the opinion yester- 
day that the prohibition bills will be 
put through — the November session 
without material trouble, but he does 
not agree with the statement that any 
agreement has been reached which will 
make the bills effective January 1, 1917. 

“There has been a desire on the part 
of certain people to effect a compro- 
mise, but it is too late now for any 
talk of a compromise, and the bills 
not only will be put through the extra 
session, but they will be effective 
much earlier than January, 1917. In 
fact, it is pretty certain that they will 
be passed to become effective January 
1, of next year. There is a disposition 
among some of the members of the pro- 
hibition wing of the house to write 
the bills to become effective on pass- 
age, but I am not entirely In accord 
with that. I think the first of next 
year will be proper, and I am pretty 
sure that is the way they will be 
passed.” 

More Stringent Bills. 

Asked if the origina) bills will be in- 
troduced and given the support of the 
majority wing of the house, Mr. Dorris 
gaid he did not think they would be 
enacted. 

‘New bills are now being prepared,” 
he said, “and they are more stringent 
than the original bills. If those bills 
had been passed at the regular ses- 
sion they would have been satisfac- 
tory to the prohibition members, but 
under the present circumstances new 
bills will be framed and there are now 
138 members of the house pledged to 
the passage of these bills.” 

For a time it was tentatively under- 
stood that only the anti-shipping bill 
would be introduced and put through 
at the extra session. Mr. Dorris says 
that is not the present disposition of 


the majority; they will pass an anti-/ ter-Watkins 


shipping bill, an anti-locker club bill 
and an anti-advertising bill. That any 
effort to filibuster against the bills 
could be effective he declared is an idle 
belief. 

Filibuster Useless. 

“With a solid party of 128 to back 
them, the prohibition bills can’t be 
fought to death by any filibuster at a 
session where the calendar is restrict- 
ed, as is the case at an extra session. 
If dilatory tactics should be started 
somebody, under the rules of the house, 
can get the floor and put an end to 
such an effort. Of course, such an ef- 
fort might be carried on for a day or 
so, but it couldn't possibly last, and 
the opposition knows it would have 
to be lost in the end.” 

In reference to the appropriations 
bill, Mr. Dorris says it will be shaved 
down pretty much in the same way it 
was during the regular session. 

“On account of the fact that the 
state is now carrying a floating debt 
of about two millions of dollars, there 
are a good many of the members who 
believe appropriations right now ought 
to be kept down just as low as possi- 
ble, and when the bill comes up for 
action this time the appropriations are 
going to be cut.” 

Mr. Dorris was the steering member 
of the house who engineered the use 
of the pruning knife on the appropri- 
ations bill in the regular, session.

Canton, Ga., October 4.— (Special.)— 
When the second “Seeing Georgia 
tour” of the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce passed through Forsyth county 
and Cumming today, with four negro 
chauffeurs, rocks and sticks were 
hurled at the cars which the negroes 
drove, in some of which were women. 
Curses and threats were hurled and in 
the town of Cumming hands were ac- 
tually laid upon one negro chauffeur. 
This car quickly dropped from line and 
sped ahead. .No actual physical injury 
was done to any one. 

This demonstration was rethe execu- 
tion of the policy which Forsyth peo- 
ple have pursued for some years of 
allowing no negroes to come into the 
county. This sentiment was the out- 
growth of a very horrible crime com- 
mitted upon a young white girl by ne- 
groes several years ago. It was said 
today that the negro chauffeurs who 
crossed the county with the tourists 
were the first negroes to cross the 
county uinjured since the pF against 
negroes has been put into operation. 

: Trouble Was Feared. 

The tour left Gainesville early this 
morning and misgivings were express- 
ed there. Shortly after the tour en- 
tered Forsyth county the first demon- 
stration occurred where about a dozen 
men had gathered at a farm house to 
see the tour pass. When the car of 
W. A. McCullough, of Atlanta, hove 
into sight one of the men saw the ne- 
gro chauffeur driving and shouted, 
“Look yonder, boys, get him, get 
him.” A he carshot pastone of the 
men grabbed a stick of stove wood 
from a nearby woodpile and let it fly 
at the negro. This stick passed over 
the car. In Mr. McCullough’s car 
were Mr. and Mrs. McCullough and Mr. 
and Mrs. J. A. Jenkins, all of Atlanta. 
From there on into Cumming there 
were frequent curses and threats and 
occasional rocks hurled at the cars with 
the negro chauffeurs. 

In Cumming things took on agerious 
aspect just as the tour started to pull 


out, when several men gathered round, 


the Rome car and threatened to take 
from it the negro chauffeur. In the 
car were R. W. Graves, Wright Wil- 
lingham and T. J. Simpson, of Rome, 
and Mrs. Massey, of Macon. One man 
caught hold of the negro’s arm and 
said, “I’ve got his arm. Somebody 
take his legs.” Mr. Simpson warned 
them not ¢o execute their threat ana 
ordered the negro to speed up his car. 
The car shot out of line and forged 
past the other cars in the tour. : 

D. CC. Wall, of Atlanta, with Mrs. 
Wall and Mrs. E. 'L. Martin, of Macon, 
in his car left Gainesville a little late 
and without chains. The roads were 
very muddy and slick and the car went 
into the ditch several times. Mr. Wal].

him while his negro chauffeur was in 
the car. Shortly after he got into Fore 
syth county he also encountered threats 
and rocks were hurled at his car. Jones 
Palmer and Carl Little from Gainesville 
overtook Mr. Wall's car, and Mrs. Wall 
and Mrs. Martin were taken into this 
car, while Mr. Little got into Mr. Wall's 
car and accompanied him through Cum- 
ming. 

At Cumming the majority of the 
people were very quiet and orderly and 
gave the tourists a hearty welcome. 
The other demonstrations seemed to 
be directed only against the cars with 
the negro chauffeurs. J. M. Bell, who 
escorted the tour into Cumming, and 
the mayor were most cordial and reas- 
sured the tourists ¢hat there would 
be no harm done to any ~ one.

WAR IS NEAR 
FOR BALKANS. 


Events have been transpiring, how- 
ever, in keeping with the fast- 
approaching crisis involving the entry 
of the Balkans into the European con- 
flict. Russian warships have appeared 
in the Black sea off the Bulgarian 
Port of Varna; French and British 
troops have landed at Salonika, a Greek 
port, fifty miles south of the Bulgarian 
frontier, and Bulgarian troops, which 
have been on the move for days, have 
been massed in great numbers along 
the Serbian border. 

Irom the central powers’ side have 
come amplified reports of the great 
weight of men and metal being piled 
up preparatory to a blow against Ser- 
bia from that side, as the first step in 
what the popular imagination has ac- 
cepted as a fact—German determina- 
tion to smash through the corner of 
Serbia and link up with Bulgaria, cre- 
ating a new battle front from the Aus- 
trian border to Constantinople.

“In Champagne the enemy again 
shelled our positions and rear guard 
with shells containing suffocating mix- 
tures. Our artillery replied energet- 
ically. 

“On the western outskirts of the Ar- 
zonne forest our heavy batteries took 
under their fire a hostile column 
marching from Baulny on Apremont 
(north of Varennes). 

“In the Vosges we repelled, after a 
spirited engagement, an attack by the 
enemy against our posts to the east of 
Celles-Sur-Plaine. 

“A bombardment, very violent on

ALL COTTON STOCKS 
SEIZED IN HUNGARY 


London, October 4.—A government 
decree ordering all factories in Hun- 
gary engaged in the manufacture of 
cotton goods to cease work and sur- 
render their stocks for military pur- 
poses has thrown 100,000 persons out 
of work in Bohemia alone and at least 
as many more in other parts of the 
empire, says a Budapest dispatch to 
The Post. 

The decree has affected Czechs par- 
ticularly. Wholesale and retail deal- 
ers in cotton goods are said to be go- 
ing bankrupt by hundreds. There is a 
similar paralysis in building, rubber 
and other industries. 

Police reports show that the num- 
ber of women in Budapest who have 
committed suicide has increased enor- 
mously in the past year. Seventy per 
cent of these suicides are ascribed of- 
ficially to poverty and virtually all 
the remainder to grief over the loss of 
husbands killed while fighting.

Washington, October 4.—Ambassador 
Morgenthau at Constantinople was in- 
structed by cable today to inform the 
minister of foreign affairs that public 
sentiment in the United States was so 
stirred by the reports of the Armenian 
atrocities that unless the massacres 
ceased friendly relations between the 
American people and the people of 
Turkey would be threatened. 

Officials made it clear that this mes- 
sage, though its importance was by no 
means minimized, did not threaten a 
break in diplomatic relations. Turkey 
already has let.it be known that she 
will not permit interference by any 
foreign power with her so-called “Ar- 
menian policy.” As American life or 
property has not bten affected, the 
United States government without sub- 
mitting an official protest, merely in- 
forms Turkey of the effect continued 
Armenian atrocities would have upon 
the American people. 

Secretary Lansing said today that no 
representations had been made to Ger- 
many regarding the treatment of the 
Armenians by the ‘Turks.

LOAN FOR ALLIES 


OVERSUBSCRIBED 


‘$50,000,000 More Than 


Needed Spoken For—John 
D. Rockefeller Wants $10,- 
000,000 of the Bonds. 


New York, October 4.—The Anglo- 
French $500,000,000 bond issue has been 
oversubscribed. It is possible that 
when the underwriters’ books are 
closed tomorrow it will be found that 
$50,000,000 more than needed has been 
spoken for. 

Rockefeller Takes $10,000,000, 

Both John D. Rockefeller and Wil- 
liam Rockefeller have subscribed, the 
first, it is reported, for $10,000,000, the 
last for a sum believed to be less but 
not disclosed. Another subscriber of 
note, it was reported tonight, is. Sir 
Ernest Cassell, former privy councillor 


and financial adviser to the late King 
Edward VIL of England. Sir Ernest 
takes $5,000,000 worth of the bonds, 
using money now on deposit in this 
country. 

Among the half dozen or more men 
who have subscribed for $1,000,000, 
rumor placed today the name of John 
Willys, automobile manufacturer; Har- 
ry Payne Whitney and William Boyce 
Thompson. There was no confirmation 
of this by J. P. Morgan & Co., who have 
announced that the names of individual 
subscribers will not be made public. 

It is possible that within a week the 
bonds will be in the hands of individual 
investors. The closing of the under- 
books tomorrow will end the 
opportunity of small investors to ob- 
tain their bonds at 96%, the underwrit- 
ers’ terms. Hereafter the bonds will 
be sold at 98. 

New York city, New England and 
Pittsburg have come up well to ex- 
pectations in the amount of subscrip- 
tions. It is estimated that they will 
take care of four-fifths of the jssue. 
A number of responses were received 
today from western and southern cities 
with gratifying results, it was said. 

Already there is talk in Wall street 
of the second big credit loan which it 
is believed England and France will 
have to negotiate within a few months. 

Anglo-French Subscribers Barred, 

Subscriptions for the loan continued 
to pour in today. Among those seek- 
ing to subscribe were a considerable 
number of British and French citizens 
residing abroad. 

These investors sought the bonds 
because the rate of interest is a full 1 
per cent higher than that on the pre- 
vious internal loans. In every case, 
however, their subscriptions were re- 
jected today, although indications 
were that an appreciable amount of 
the bonds could have been disposed 
of in England and France. To do so, 
however, would defeat the object for 
which the credit was established—the 
stabilization of exchange—which re- 
quires thatthe money for the bonds be 
available in this country. 

The statement of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
follows: 

“In behalf of the managers of the 
underwriting syndicate of the Anglo- 
French external loan, J. P. Morgan & 
Co. announce that no- subscriptions 
toward the underwriting will be re- 
ceived after 10 o’clock tomorrow (Tues- 
day) morning.” 

BOYCOTT URGED 
BECAUSE OF LOAN. 

Berlin, October 4.—(Via London.)— 
George Bernhard, the political writer, 
in The Vossische Zeitung, today at- 
tacks American banks with German 
connections which are participating in 
the Anglo-French war loan. 

“It is natural that we will not do 
business with these firms during war- 
time,” he writes. “It is urgently to 
be wished, however, that after the 
conclusion of peace, these houses with 
German-sounding names shall not be 
allowed to go crawling around Ger- 
matty. 

“We canot endure any half-way 
measures in the future. He who is 
not for us is against us, and he who, 
in his heart, i against us, must do 
business elsewhere than in Germany. 

“From these cases we should learn 
finally that any indications of yield- 
ing are regarded as weakness and only 
harms us. We must use our strength 
in full measure, our military as well as 
our economic power. Our economic 
strength must in future be used toward

LOAN IS BARRED 
TO THE BRITISH. 

London, October 4.—Reports. that 
persons in England have been at- 
tempting to subscribe to the Anglo- 
French loan being raised in the United 
States since the interest yield is higher 
than that on British domestic loans, 
elicited the following statement from 
the government today: | 

“The treasury points out that it is 
Virtually undesirable, in the public in- 
terest, that persons or firms -in the 
United Kingdom subscribe to our pur- 
chase the forthcoming Anglo-French 
loan in America. The main purpose of 
the loan is to give support to the 
American exchanges. Remittances from 
the United Kingdom for the purpose 
either of subscribing to or purchasing 
the loan or of replacing funds already 
in America which may be employed for 
such subscription or purchase would 
have the effect of defeating the object. 

“Holders of the loan who reside in 
the United Kingdom will be liableto an 
income tax on the dividends, as in the 
case of income from other securities 
abroad, and dealings in the loan will 
not be permitted upon any stock ex- 
change in the United Kingdom.”

The teachers in the city public 
schools will have to wait a few days 
for their salaries for the past month 
on account of the vouchers having been 
held up in the comptroller’s ofice. 

The cause of the “hold-up” was that 
the chief clerk in the comptroller’s of- 
fice discovered that teachers who had 
been absent had been docked on a basis 
of 265 days in the year, which had been 
calculated as the scholastic vear.

APPORTIONMENT SHEET 
ADOPTED BY COUNCIL 


City Fathers Satisfied That 
Deficit Could Not Have 
Been Avoided. 


The October apportionment sheet as 
submitted by the finance committee 
was adopted by the city council yester- 
day afternoon without debate and 
without a dissenting vote. 

Nothing was said about the deficit 
of $177,000. The members of council 
appeared to be satisfied when assured 
before the paper was read that all 
deficits had been used for such good 
purpose as building schools, construct- 
ing sewers and paving streets. 

Councilman Farlinger, chairman of 
the finance committee, stated that the 
only changes made in the sheet since 
June was the appropriation of $2,000 
for,\paving Mitchell street and the 
transferring of about $2,900 in small 
amounts to meet the expenses of the 
various departments. The only large 
appropriation, he said, was $14,000 for 
the schools, which amount was 4 part 
of a saving by the school department 
of $47,000 made in the readjustment of 
the salaries of the teachers. 

Minor Matters Before Council. 

A petition from several merchants on 
Whitehall street was presented to coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon asking that the 
walk opposite the new Connally bulld- 
ing be removed. The paper was re- 
ferred to the street committee. 

Guy T. Tabler was elected as a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of the Car- 
negie library from the seventn ward 
to succeed George FP. Dickerson, re- 
signed. 

Alderman Jesse Armistead 
an invitation in behalf of the 
the Girls’ High school to the council 
members to attend a dinner at the 
school next Friday at noon. The din- 
ner, he stated, was being given Dbe- 
cause of the gratitude of the young 
ladies for the liberal appropriations 
council had made to improve the school 
building. The invitation was accepted 
by a unanimous vote. 

The city tax ordinance under a reso- 
lution by Councilman Farlinger was 
amended so as to require all decorators, 
who do not pay a regular city license, 
to pay an annual license of $150. This 
was done, it was stated, to prevent 
outsiders from coming here during the 
fair and taking the work away from 
local men. 

The opening of the dance hall by the 
negro Odd Fellows did not come before 
council, Councilman Johnson, chairman 
of the police committee, announcing 
that the matter would remain in the 
hands of that committee.

‘WINS COUNCIL DECISION 


Grout Will Be Used on Hard 
Surfaces, According to Ac- 
tion of City Fathers.

An effort by 
council yesterday 
appointed a special 
to confer with the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
abdut some plan under which paving 
can be laid under street car tracks was 
lost by a vote of 11 to 12. 

This was the outcome of a heated 
discussion over the base to be laid un- 
der the car’ tracks on Gordon street 
between Holderness and Lee streets on 
which wood block is to be laid. It was 
the same old row that occurred when 
Grant street was to be paved, with a 
few Variations. The city ordinance re- 
quires that a concrete base be laid un- 
der ear tracks on all smooth street 
pavements. Council made an exception 
on Gordon street, allowing the street 
car company to lay what is known as 
a “grouting” base, composed of cement. 
This the company objected to and in- 
sisted upon laying a base of crushed 
stone except in places where the street 
was soft. 

So a new ordinance was introduced 
to require the company to grout only 
on hard suriaces. There came up 4a 
fight and when the vote on the ordi- 
nance was taken it stood as follows: 

Ayes—sSeawrighi, Kelley, Armistead, 
McVonald, Maddox, Alverson, Renfroe, 
Knight, McCord, Farlinger, W ood, 
Johnson of the sixth, Dallas, White ol 
the seventh, Keynoids, inman, Dennis, 
White of the ninth, @Meacock, breeman 
of the tenth—20. 

Nays—Jhomson, Dunlap, Hall, Free- 
man of the third, Ashley, Johnson of 
the fifth—b6. 

In speaking for the ordinance, Al- 
derman Armistead said that there was 
no use to be holding up the street pav- 
ing when the people were in the mud 
and that the konce de Leon avenue 
paving was being held up because Ol 
the differences with the street car com- 
pany about a base for the pavement. 

“And we are not going to have Ponce 
de Leon paved until it is paved right,’ 
interrupted Aiderman Thomson. 

Councilman Hall said it was not 
right to let the street car company lay 
foundations for street paving just as 
it saw fit. 

Councilman White of the seventh said 
that the people on Gordon were satis- 
fied with a crushed rock foundation 
and wanted the street paved as soon as 
possible. 


After the advocates of the ordinance | 


had won, Councilman Hall said mem- 
bers had voted tor it who did not know 
how the ordinance really read. Then 
Councilman Johnson of the sixth moved 
to reconsider, which was done. He 
amended the ordinance so as to place 
the work under the supervision of the 
chief of construction. As amended, the 
ordinance was again passed. 

Councilman McCord introduced a res- 
olution for the appointment of a ¢com- 
mittee of five to confer with the street 
car officials about all street paving 
and the resolution was lost. 


HIGH COURT URGED

A few days ago the supreme court 
reversed Judge Fite for enjoining the 
commissioners, declaring that the erec- 
tion of the courthouse was a matter 
over which Judge Fite had no juris- 
diction. :

After the case against J. J. Simpson 
in the district was called before Judge 
Newman it was continued until Wed- 
nesday morning and the crematory 
case was taken up. This case comes 
before the court this time for argu- 
ment of exceptions which dave - been 
filed by the city to the master’s report 
which sustained the Destructor compa- 
ny in almost every contention. The 
city’s bill of exception contains nearly 
300 pages and the 57 exceptions are 
mostiy technical in nature. The hear- 
ing will be continued Wednesday.

The Long Island Railroad company, of 
which a former Atlantan, Ralph Peters, is 
president, has just announced the results of 
a recent experiment which it has made in 
an attempt to overcome automobile reckless- 
ness and to reduce the number of accidents 
due to careless driving at and over grade 
crossings. 

In the first place, it is the announced 
policy of the Long Island Railroad company 
gradually to get rid of its grade crossings, 
but this cannot be done in a day or a year. 
It is a problem and expense which will 
necessarily involve considerable time in the 
achievement, 

In the meantime the company determined 
to try a publicity experiment in the direc- 
tion of reducing grade crossing accidents. 
Advertisements were inserted in numerous 
newspapers warning the public against the 
danger lurking in these crossings; large 
signs were erected bearing letters a foot in 
height, urging and imploring motorists to 
“Stop! Look! Listen!” Heavy gates were 
set up at the crossings and strong lights put 
on them, in order that motorists might see 
the signs and the gates at night. 

And after all this, what happened? The 
company reports 159 cases of reckless driv- 
ing at grade crossings coming directly under 
its observation, and in 85 of these instances 
the automobiles were driven directly through 
the closed gates, demolishing them, either 


because no attention was paid to the warn- 


ings or because the pace was so fast the 
driver could not stop his machine after 
sighting the gates. 

It all goes to show that advice, warning, 
publicity and even barriers in the shape of 
gates placed directly in front of speeding 
machines, do not constitute a complete and 
effective deterrent to recklessness. In the 
159 cases reported by the Long Island Rail- 
road company there were only three persons 
killed, and there is little doubt of the fact 
that the company’s campaign did materially 
reduce the death list. 

But there is only one safe and satisfac- 
tory solution to the grade crossing problem, 
and that is the abolition of the grade cross- 
ing itself. A number of states have already 
realized this and are gradually eliminating it. 

The same proposal was put before the 
Georgia legislature last summer, bué for 
some reason it was sidetracked. We may as 
well recognize that elimination of the dan- 
gerous grade crossing has got to come, and 
provide for it now by gradual methods which 
will reduce to a minimum the burden in- 
volved in the expense of it. 


THE BALKAN CRISIS. 


There is apparently no longer any possi- 
bility of the remaining Balkan states keep- 
ing out of the European war. On one side 
Austria is sending an ultimatum to Ru- 
Mania, demanding safe passage for arms 
and munitions destined for Turkey; while 
on the other, Russia is endeavoring to inter- 
pose threats of reprisal against Bulgarian 
cupidity apparent in the purpose of that 
country to align itself with the Teutons. 

Rumania is evidently going to refuse the 
passage of arms across her territory into 
Turkey, and will look to the allies for sup 
port in this attitude. Greece, Turkey's an- 
cient enemy, has mobilized, and Serbia was 
herself the beginning of the war. These 
three countries, Rumania, Serbia and Greece, 
constitute a crescent-shaped barrier to Ger- 
man intercourse with Bulgaria and Turkey, 
the two latter countries being on the inside 
of the crescent. 

Notwithstanding this disadvantage in lo- 
cation, Bulgaria is about to precipitate the 
crisis by a Teutonic alliance. This is what 
Germany and Austria have been waiting 
upon in order to send aid to Turkey. In 
advance of declaring herself, Bulgaria has 
mobilized and taken possession of valuable 


¥ 


territory claimed from Serbia and Greece, 
including Macedonia. This territory, re- 
garding which Bulgaria at one time seemed 
ready to negotiate with the allies, being in 
her possession to the extent of armed occu- 
pancy, there is nothing further in the way of 
the carrying out of King Ferdinand’s plans 
for a Teutonic alliance—nothing at least, 


except the Russian ultimatum charging base’ 


treachery to the Slavic race, and threatening: 
a final and severe accounting if the Bulgars 


{do not break at once with the Teutons. Bul- 


garia owes her independence to Russia, 


which now demands Bulgarian neutrality, | 


regardless of any payment heretofore made 
for the service. 

Although it is claimed the Bulgarian 
people are averse tos turning upcn their 
Slavic brethren, King Ferdinand’s declara- 
tion that Bulgarian interests demand the 
Teutonic alliance has undoubtedly proven a 
strong rallying point, and ¢he Russian ulti- 
matum and threat will probably be alto. 
gether ignored. 4 

The Balkan bonfire is all ready, and it 
remains only for Bulgaria to set the match 
to it. The most interesting outcome of the 
situation would be anticipation of the Bul- 
garian purpose by a quick blow from the 
allies, possibly from Russia, if she could 
get together enough powder and shot effect- 
ively to strike it. 

There are possibilities of speedier devel- 
opments toward a conclusion of the entire 
European conflict in the Balkan situation 
than in any event which has transpired since 
the war began. The world will eagerly 


await their unfolding.

NOT DEFICIT, BUT INVESTMENT. 


The municipal deficit about which. there 
has been considerable talk the last few 
weeks, turns out to have been substantial 
municipal investment. It was investment 
which Atlanta had to make in new and bet- 
ter schools, more sewers and improved 
streets, in order to keep the pace; it was 
work which was imperative and which there 
was no escaping short of retrogression, even 
had it been Known in advance that the city 
had to go into debt to do it. 

The money was used, as pointed out by 
Chairman A. W, Farlinger of the city finance 
committee, to give the people what they 
were compelled to have. It is wrong, there- 
fore, to describe it as deficit. The actual 
property is there, dollar for dollar; to show 
for it; it was an expenditure in the direc- 
tion of economy and not of extravagance. If 
it had not been made, continued deterioration 
would have run up the ultimate cost and in- 
creased the bill for these identical items for 
which Atlanta would ultimately have had to 
pay. 

Finance committee and council acted 
properly and wisely in making these expendi- 
tures. They constitute an investment from 
which Atlanta will get a valuable return. If 
they had refused to provide for these neces- 
sities, because there was some doubt about 
getting the money to pay for them by the 
end of the year, there is no telling when 
Atlanta would have recovered from the lost 
efficiency and lost prestige for which such 
failure would have been responsible. 

No reasonable Atlantan is going to criti- 
cise council for maintaining the efficiency 
of city institutions, even if it has to create 
a temporary indebtedness to do it. Atlanta 
has' never yet lost anything by keeping her 
institutions in good repair, although at times 
it may have necessitated borrowing. 

It may be true that Atlanta, with her 
present income, ought to be able to keep her 
institutions in efficient repair, without the 
necessity of creating any debt at all. The 
statement has been made that it costs 
Atlanta 85 cents to spend a dollar in repairs 
and betterments. If this is true, this is the 
point at which inquiry and economy should 
begin; we cannot afford to spend money on 
this basis at the expense of our institutions. 
There is something wrong about a system 
that permits extravagance in administration 
to create parsimony in that constructive 
progress which is essential to the mainte- 
nance of efficiency. 

The Constitution makes the foregoing 
suggestion to council as one containing the 
possibility of providing for future contin- 
gencies of this kind, without the necessity 
of going into debt for it. It may or may not 
be true that Atlanta’s expenditures for ad- 
ministration are excessive, but there are 
those who charge it because they are con- 
vinced of it. It is well worth while investi- 
gating; it may be the means of providing 
against future necessity for going beyond 
income. 

Atlanta should do everything possible to 
square annual income with the year’s ex- 
penses. City income, especially with the 
work given by the county and aggregating 
this year nearly three-quarters of a million, 
should be amply sufficient to meet Atlanta’s 
every need. 

But whatever we do we cannot afford to 
let our institutions run down at the heel, 
even when it becomes necessary to borrow 
a little from next year to invest in their 
essential and efficient upkeep.

( Transportation Expert 
omments on Reckless 
Driving of Autos in Atlanta 


Editor Constitution: In your issue of this 
date I notice a letter from a lady of this 
city complaining of the violation of speed and 
traffic laws by automobiles and other ve- 
hicles, resulting in the serious injury or 
death of pedestrians. 

Being well informedintransportation mat- 
ters and an expert in speed, and having ob- 
served closely the absolute disregard and 
reckless handling of automobiles in your 
city in violation of all traffic laws which 
are in force in all large cities, I will thank 
you for space in your excellent paper to bring 
to the attention of the public in general and 
to your lawmakers in particular, rules and 
regulations that may be of benefit and help 
to them. 

The state of Georgia, as you no doubt 
know, has no law govepning the speed of au- 
tomobiles, except at bridges, curves and in- 
tersecting highways, which calls for a speed 
of six miles per hour; “all other places, rea- 
sonable and proper speed.” The first part 
of this law is never obeyed, for the simple 
reason that to reduce speed to six miles 
per hour would, in nine cases out of ten, 
result in stalling the engine and stopping the 
car; this would at once cause a conges- 
tion which would take several minutes to 
unlock. The second part of this law leaves 
the speed entirely to the judgment of the 
person operating the automobile. So the 
State practically has no speed law and the 
makeshift for one is absolutely worthless. 
‘Kleven states have no speed :‘laws at all, 
but local restrictions are in force. 

What do you think of this for a speed law 
for Georgia: Closely built-up sections of 
cities, towns, villages, 15 miles per hour; in- 
tersecting streets or turning corners, 10 miles 
per hour; all other places, 25 miles per hour. 
This is about the average in all states having 
speed laws. 

A large revenue could be had by the 
state by adopting a license law on these lines: 


- Three dollars for cars or trucks of 10-h. p. or 


less; $5 for ll-h, p. to 29-h. p.; $10 for 
30-h. p. or more. An additional revenue 
could be derived by requiring chauffeurs and 
owners who intend to operate their cars per- 
sonally to pass a satisfactory examination 
in automobile machinery, eyesight and hear- 
ing; for this, and to provide for an exam- 
ining board, a license fee of $5 can be 
adopted. * 

I notice at your most congested corners 
where traffic policemen are stationed that 
many automobiles and other vehicles never 
come to a stop before making the crossing, 
and if they do stop, invariably block the 
crossing for pedestrians. The law on this 
should be very strict and require all vehicles 
approaching these points to come to a full 
stop, clear of the foot crossing, whether the 
passage is clear or not, and proceed only on 
signal from the traffic director. In this 
way persons on foot will be given a chance 
to cross the street safely instead of having 
to dodge helter-skelter to escape being run 
down by some over-anxious driver of an au- 
tomobile who has an idea that persons afoot 
have no right on earth. 

On all railroads trains in a certain direc- 
tion have the right of way, except when 
changed by telegraphic order, the ruling train 
to be notified first, if possible. At sea 
allysailing vessels have right of way over all 
steam-driven craft. Surely persons on foot 
should be given the first consideration and 
be assured of safety while passing along 
your city streets, regardless of the movement 
of automobiles. 

On September 27 while riding on trolley 

car No. 378 a stop was made at the corner of 
Broad and Hunter streets at 8:25 p. m. to 
allow two ladies and a child to get off. As 
the car stopped. they came from the center 
of it to the front door and had just reached 
the ground, the car not yet having started, 
when an Atlanta Baggage and Cab truck 
loaded with trunks dashed by without stop 
or warning at about eighteen miles per hour 
and came within a hair’s breadth of running 
I caught his number, 
1933, as he flashed down Hunter street. 
, The city government should require auto- 
mobiles and other vehicles to come to a 
full stop when a trolley car is standing to 
take on or let off passengers; safety zones 
then would not be required. 
enforced strictly in other large cities and a 
first violation is subject to a fine or $25; 
a few fines like this will do worlds of good in 
Atlanta. When this law is violated the 
street railway company should require mo- 
tormen to catch the number of the machine 
if possible and report the fact, with the time 
aad place, to the first policeman he reaches; 
the number should then be posted at head- 
quarters and the violator be brbught in 
either by summons or by officer. 

Your city is badly in need of traffic regu- 
lations that should be enforced, and as your 
chief of police is credited with saying in an 
Atlanta newspaper: “Anybody can see these 
violations at prominent crossings,” he should 
get busy and wake his men up to the fact 
that offenders against the city’s traffic laws, 
if it has any, must be arrested and tried for 
the offense. 

No other city in the country would stand 
a minute. for such reckless and careless han- 
dling of automobiles as Atlanta does, and 
suppose this applies all over the state. 

In every accident within the last ten days 
wherein death resulted the claim has been 
made that it was unavoidable. These acci- 
dents are not unavoidable if the person han- 
dling the machine will use-a little horse 
sense. I am unacquainted with any of the 
9ersons concerned in the fatal accident to 
Mr. Richards, but I am sure the operator of 
the car, if he was looking, should have been 
aware of the fact that Richards was about 
to step from the moving car as it was slow- 
ing down, and if he had reduced his speed 
accordingly, instead of trying to pass the 
slowly moving car, the accident in all proba- 
bility would have not occurred. 

Let Atlanta get busy on her traffic laws 
and put a stop to these uncalled-for acci- 
dents.

Probable Results. 

The opening of the Chattahoochee river 
to navigation can be done most economically 
by developing the water power. » 

That method enlists capital and mini- 
mizes the expense to the government. Such 
development would create from 200,000 to 
250,000 ten-hour horsepower at a very low 
cost. 

This large volume of cheap 
create important industries not 
commercially possible.

5. The smelting of bauxite and iron ore 
by electricity. 

6. The manufacture of aluminum by elec- 
tricity. 

7. A large extension of interurban lines

The city of West Point, which has 
at times been seriously injured by floods, 
will be greatly benefited by this develop- 
ment and the farm lands on the river bot- 
toms below Columbus will be much better 
protected from floods than heretofore. 

A picturesque and interesting feature 
would be the series of summer resorts which 
would spring up along the lakes between 
Atlanta and Columbus. It is believed that 
within a few vears after being stocked these 
lakes would supply the markets of Georgia 
with an abundance of fresh water fish.

Making the Chattahoochee 
Navigable to the Gulf 


Editor Constitution: Less than six weeks 
ago, when it was stated publicly by the 
writer that the time would come when we 
would see barges laden with Atlanta prod- 
ucts float down the river, through the gulf, 
to the rich South American countries, the 
idea was greeted with derision. Friends 
laughed slyly and said: 

“She doesn’t know the Chattahoochee isn’t 
navigable!” 

Now there come to our city, unheralded, 
two army engineers, experts in waterways, 
who say it is not only possible that the 
river is navigable, but that the matter should 
be taken up at once. If we don't act now 
it will be forty years before we have an- 
other chance. 

In an interview with Mr. Churchill, the 
first of these scientists to arrive, he stated 
that the idea was to begin with a series of 
lakes, locks and dams at the Nacoochee val- 
ley, going down to Columbus. This was 
stated informally, as he had simply looked 
over the field and was awaiting the arrival 
of Major Brown, who would address the 
public on the subject. 

When asked if this undertaking would 
in any way menace our water supply, Mr. 
Churchill stated that on the contrary it 
would greatly enhance its power. 

No one can doubt that millions of dollars 
have gone elSewhere for investment, diverted 
from Atlanta because of our want of water- 
ways. 

But this, it seems, is after all not the 
greatest advantage which would accrue to 
us from developing our water power. It 
would easily quadruple our manufactories. 
We have now 898 manufacturing establish- 
ments, employing 21,482 persons, with a 
pay roll of $14,284,923; and at that we are 
just beginning to get started. Los Angeles 
has 2,500 manufactories, giving employment 
to 40,000 workers, and circulating $150,000,- 
000 per annum. We must surpass those fig- 
ures, and we will, when we get our water 
power. 

These scientists are making investigations 
under direction of the rivers and harbors 
committee of congress as the result of a 
bill fathered by Mr. W. C. Adamson, and 
which called for the survey and ¢evelop- 
ment of the waterways of this section. All 
that these gentlemen ask is a hearing, when 
they are ready to unfold their plans, and 
that before that time every citizen make it 
his. business to inform himself on this great 
question, which will have such an important 
bearing on our future prosperity, look at it 
from every possible standpoint and be pre- 
pared to vote for it with enthusiasm. , , 

Here comes Golden Opportunity, holdin 
in her lap a precious treasure. Shall we turn 
aside and refuse her gracious offer? Shall 
we go backward or shall we advance? Shall 
we hasten to embrace her or shall we stand 
still? 

We are talking about a greater Atlanta 
and all that, and now this plum drops right 
at our very feet!

The British bombardment cut the 
wire in front of the German trenches 
to bits and battered the firing trenches 
and traverses into irregular piles of 
earth. Under such a falling of shells 
it was suicidal for the Germans 40 
attempt to remain outside the dugouts 
or to try to man their machine guns or 
use their riflcs. 

When the artillery work was per- 
fected the British infantry sprang over 
the parapets at a given moment.

Getting Germans in Dugouts. 

When a dugout had been unharmed 
the British soldiers, with bayonets 
fixed or bombs in hand, appeared at 
the entrance to find the Germans still 
inside or perhaps just starting out. All 
in the dugouts might surrender, or on 
the other hand, if a British soldier 
started to enter or even showed him- 
self he was received with a fusillade. 
In case of refusal to surrender bombs 
were thrown into the dugout without 
the thrower of them exposing him- 
self. The Germans surviving the ex- 
plosion usually gave in, though not 
always, for some of them died to the 
last man. 

Some incidents had a humorous as 
well as a tragic side. In these sudden 
encounters at close quarters where the 
charging Briton met a German emerg- 
ing from his dugout the bayonet, 
bombs and even fists were sometimes 
brought into play in the ensuing me- 
lee. ; 

One difficulty was the gathering and 
guarding of prisoners in such a con- 
fined space as the irregular wrecked 
trenches. With rifles and bombs lying 
about the Germans, even after capitu- 
lating, were likely to seize-them and 
rush to the cover of a traverse trench 
or into a shell crater and renew the 
fight. 

The British are keeping to the tacti- 
cal plan undertaken by them to gain a 
certain amount of ground with each 
attack. 

The Germans fought desperately and 
the viciousness of their counter. at- 
tacks apparently was due to rage over 
the loss of their comfortable dug-outs, 
which had cost them so much 
taking labor, and the unpleasant pros- 
pect of a winter in the mud, 
new caves. 

Varied Scene tn Rear. 

The rear of the army during the 
action presented a wondrous varied 
scene, which was the more concentrat- 
ed because of the narrow front of the 
operations. There were the _ slightly 
wounded walking back, the 
tramp of fresh regiments going for- 
ward, processions of swift, smooth 
running motor ambulances whose bur- 
dens would be back in England in 
twenty-four hours, longer and seem- 
ingly endless processions of powerful 
motor trucks loaded with shells’ to 
feed the hungry, ever-thundering un- 
geen guns, troops of reserves in the 
fields or beside the gorged roads wait- 
ing their call, while the French popu- 
lation stood in their doorways and 
asked for the latest news from officers 
and men who knew nothing except con- 
cerning their own parts in the big 
echeme of things. 

Sunday after the attack succeeded, a 
chill autumn rain fell, covering the 
field with mist and making artillery 
observation difficult. The troops fight- 
ing in the new line were drenched to 
the skin. Dead and wounded British 
and Germans lay side by side where 
there had been eddies of fierce con- 
flithe canvas rifle sheaths of the sol- 
diers moving up in reserve ran little 
streams of water and the soldiers who 
came back from the front were white 
with the chalky mud of the ground.

BUILT BY UNITED STATES 


Idaho, October 4.—Speciat 
the United States govern- 
ment railroad today carried thousands 
of southern Idaho people to Arrow 
to attend the dedication of the 
great dam built to store the flood wa- 
ters of the Boise river. 

At noon carrier pigeons taken to Ar- 
row Rock from every part of the Boise 
irrigation project were released from 
the crest of the dam. The dam stores 
up water which will irrigate 284,000 
acres. . 

Arrow Rock dam is 348.5 feet high, 
measured from the low points of the 
foundation to the top of its surmount- 
ing crest. It is said to be the highest 
dam in the world. 

To anchor this structure it was nec- 
essary to blast through 91.5 feet of 
volcanic rock down to solid granite. 
Approximately 600,900 yards of concrete 
were used in the dam’s construction, 
the cost being $5,500,000. Work was 
begun five years ago. 

Back of the dam the channel of the 
Boise river is converted into a reser- 
voir extending eighteen miles into the

To reach the value of a catching 
staff for a world’s series it is neces- 
sary to pursue a different method from 
that used in computing the value of 
the other players in such a series.

In Boston 
I have figured four parts Cady, two 
Thomas and one Carrigan, on the theo- 
ry that the Red Sox manager will be 
in there steadying pitchers, or will 
pinch hit in some game and then don 
the windpad.

pilot their baseball machines. In Pat 
Moran and Bill Carrigan the Phillies 
and Red Sox respectiveiy have diamond 
agirectors who are equipped to 
their place in world’s series history 
alongside Connie Mack, George Stall- 
ings, John McGraw and Jake Stahl. 

Both Moran and Carrigan have 
earned their positions at the head of 
the two pennant-winning clubs’. by 
hard and conscientious application in 
their chosen line of life work. Each 
has risen from the ranks after serving 
a hard apprenticeship and there are no 
Secrets of the national game _ with 
which they ard not: familiar. When 
the teams take the field it will be as 
much a battle of 
tween Moran and Carrigan as it will 
be a contest of skill and endurance be- 
tween the individual players and the 
teams considered as units. 

In one respect the Red Sox leader 
will have an advantage over his Phil- 
adelphia rival for in some of the 
games, at least, Carrigan will be ‘seen 
in catching uniform. Moran is just as 
familiar with the duties devolving 
upon the backstop for he made his 
reputation as a catcher as Carrigan has 
done, but during the past season has 
handled his team from the bench, 
whereas Carrigan has been in the 
thick of the pennant struggle much of 
the time. ‘ 

Moran a Mill Hand. 

Patrick J. Moran, who has won a 
niche in baseball’s hall of fame by rea- 
son of his whipping what was consid- 
ered a mediocre ball club into a cham- 
pionship. team, is a product of a New 
Eingland mill. Like Connie Mack, who 
left a Massachusetts shoe factory to 
win fame, Pat Moran gave up a job in 
a textile mill in Fitchburg, Mass., to 
make a name in his favorite pastime. 

Moran was born in Fitchburg a little 
more than forty years ago, and at an 
early age found his way to a job in a 
mill. There is a story told that young 
Pat first became an adept in handling 
a ball by playing with varn balls. In 
any event, he easily took to baseball 
and as he grew up he played on ama- 
teur teams in Fitchburg. He caught 
most of the time and sometimes played 
in the infield. He first came into gen- 
eral notice as a catcher for the Fitch- 
burg Athletic club. 

Moran was so good that he was of- 
fered a place on the Central Parks 
teams of Orange, Mass., where he 
played in 1895 and 1896, and then, as 
all good ball players do. he found his 
way to larger fields. In 1897 Moran 
was with the Lyons team of the New 
York State league, catching seventy- 
six games. The next year he caught 
ninety-three for +he same club. In 
1899 Moran was purchased by the Mon- 
treal club of the old Eastern league, 
and 1900 found him behind the bat on 
the Boston National league grounds. 
He spent five years with that team 
and then joined the Chicago Nationals 
and was with the Cubs when it was a 
championship. ball club. 

Fate sent Moran to the Philadelphia 
Nationals in 1910 as a second string 
catcher. Charles 8S. Dooin was then 
the star and Pat did not get many 
chances to show his worth behind the 
bat, and in the last few vears of his 
career with the Phillies he was used 
to help develop pitchers. In this he 
had a wonderful success. Many give 
Moran credit for making Grover (C, 
Alexander the pitcher he is today. He 
helped also to develop Pitchers Mayer 
and Eppa Rixey.

GREAT NAVAL WAR GAME 
OFF THE ATLANTIC CAS 


Every Available Vessel on Ac- 
tive List Taking Part in 
the Operations. 


Washington, October 4.—What naval 

authorities expect to be the most im- 
portant war game ever played in time 
of peace by the American navy began 
tonight off the Atlantic coast. Every 
available vessel on the active list was 
ordered into place. They were divided 
|into two forces, one, the red, or hos- 
; tile fleet, and the other the blue, un- 
,dertaking to prevent the enemy from 
‘landing on American soil. 
:' The purpose of the game is to devel- 
op data to assist the navy in working 
‘out a scheme of national defense, and 
| for that. reason, it was explained to- 
jnight by Rear Admiral Benson, chief 
'of operations, that the movements of 
'the contending forces and all particu- 
lars of the maneuvers would be kept 
Strictly confidential. 

The attacking force sailed from New- 
port, R. L, and tonight had assumed 
| battle position at some point off the 
| coast. The blue defenders, compris- 
ling most of the battleships of the At- 
lantic fleet, sailed from Hampton 
Koads and through its scouts began 
search tor the enemy. 

Plans for the maneuvers were work- 
ed out by the naval war college at 
Newport and were designed to demon- 
Strate how an enemy approaching the 
coast could best be intercepted and 
destroyed. The game will continue 
for ten days or more before the final 
result is known. 

All wireless stations along the coast 
have been requested to communicate 
:what messages they may receive from 
| the ships to the navy department, Sep- 
|arate wireless codes have been worked 
|out for each division, so that reports 
(may be read at the navy department, 
: though neither fleet can learn in that 
way what the other is doing.
